A BOOK  YOU  SHOULD  READ 

I received  from  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Great  Britain  an 
interesting  90  page  book  on  “The  Sabbath”  by  Dayan  I.  Grunfeld, 
published  by  the  Sabbath  League  of  Great  Britain. 

Traditional  Judaism  is  oft  ineffectual  in  reaching  the  average 
layman  because  of  a paucity  in  popular  yet  authoritative  literature. 
Books  of  the  type  aforementioned,  popular  in  format,  simple  in  style 
and  modest  in  size  must  be  made  readily  and  inexpensively  accessible 
to  the  laity. 

The  sub-title  of  the  book  “The  Sabbath  — A Guide  to  its  Under- 
standing and  Observance”  spells  out  its  purpose  and  content.  In  the 
opening  chapter  “The  Spirit  of  the  Shabbath”,  the  author  discusses  the 
dignity  of  work,  the  meaning  of  spiritual  freedom,  the  concept  of 
“menuchah”  or  rest.  He  culls  from  our  rich  storehouse  of  biblical  and 
rabbinical  literature  passages  to  spotlight  the  true  essence  of  the  Sab- 
bath as  a day  when  “the  Jew  bears  witness  to  the  creative  power  of  God.” 
It  is  clearly  indicated  how  by  the  very  “inactivity”  of  the  Sabbath  we 
proffer  our  human  powers  in  homage  at  the  feet  of  God  who  gave  them. 
The  book  is  replete  with  discriminating  and  clear-cut  definitions.  He 
defines  “menuchah”  as  something  more  than  mere  physical  rest.  Rabbi 
Grunfeld  states  that  “menuchah”  is  actually  “an  attitude  of  mind,  a 
spiritual  state,  induced  by  the  experience  that  is  Sabbath.  It  is  com- 
pounded of  many  things.” 

In  his  second  chapter  he  deals  with  the  concept  of  “melakah”.  The 
usual  literal  translation  being  “work”  does  in  no  way  convey  the  concept 
of  melakah  as  delineated  in  halachic  literature.  He  defines  melakah 
in  his  characteristic  fashion  as  “an  act  that  shows  man’s  mastery  over 
the  world  by  the  constructive  exercise  of  his  intelligence  and  skill.”  The 
reader  will  begin  to  see  how  this  exposition  will  help  him  to  appreciate 
that  even  an  effortless  melakah,  as  switching  on  an  electric  light,  is 
prohibited  on  the  Holy  Sabbath. 

Throughout  the  entire  book,  the  reader  senses  a conscious  effort 
to  blend  the  agadaic  elements  of  the  Sabbath  with  its  practical  and 
pertinent  halachic  overtones.  Questions  of  Sabbath  observance  in  modern 
society  are  delicately  coloured  with  the  basic  underlying  ideals  and  ideas 
embraced  by  the  Jewish  Sabbath.  Even  a cursory  perusal  will  con- 
vince the  reader  that  the  so  called  maze  of  Sabbath  laws  are  all  part 
of  a basic  thought-out  pattern  directed  by  the  ennobling  philosophy  of 
the  Sabbath.  The  reader  will  begin  to  see  the  Sabbath  “tree”  more 
clearly  and  meaningfully  amidst  the  “forest”  of  Sabbath  prohibitions, 
restrictions  and  preceptives.  The  recurrent  emphasis  is  made  that  the 
Sabbath  laws  are  not  a “haphazard  mass  of  laws  but  a consistent,  co- 
ordinated body  of  legislation  derived  from  and  conforming  to  one 
central,  underlying  idea.” 

The  modest  volume,  which  represents  the  Jewish  interpretation  of 
the  Jewish  Sabbath,  is  fortuitously  unencumbered  by  dialectic  and 
turgid  “sermonics.”  I would  urge  that  copies  of  this  excellent  book  be 
procured  and  read  and  thus  will  be  reaped  the  rich  informative  harvest 
of  Dayan  Grunfeld’s  literary  “Sabbath  labour”  of  love.  The  Sabbath 
League  of  Great  Britain  deserves  our  commendation  for  publishing  a 
volume  which  succeeds  in  its  efforts  of  providing  “a  guide  to  the  proper 
understanding  and  observance  of  the  Sabbath.”

Hamisha  Asar  B’Shevat  or  Tu  B’She- 
vat,  the  New  Year  of  the  Trees  is  ob- 
served on  the  15th  day  of  the  Hebrew 
month  of  Shevat,  corresponding  this 
year  to  Monday,  February  7. 

Tu  B’Shevat  commemorates  the  love 
of  our  forefathers  for  the  Holy  Land 
and  the  Bible,  and  reminds  us  that  trees 
are  living  fruitful  things. 

Most  Jewish  holidays  were  originally 
celebrated  as  nature  festivals.  The  New 
Year  of  the  trees  is  perhaps  most  closely 
bound  up  with  nature  in  our  own  land. 
It  marks  the  transition  from  dormant 
winter  to  verdant  spring  in  the  vine- 
yards, fields  and  orchards. 

In  ancient  days,  the  planting  of  trees 
to  provide  shade  and  to  beautify  the 
countryside  was  considered  a mitzvah. 
It  was  also  customary  to  plant  a tree 
every  time  a child  was  born;  a cedar 
for  boys  and  a cypress  for  girls.  Many 
of  the  ancient  customs  are  being  re- 
newed with  the  modern  rebirth  of  the 
State  of  Israel. 

During  the  past  few  weeks,  children 
of  the  Talmud  Torah  have  been  able 
to  gather  a sufficient  amount  of  money 
to  be  able  to  plant  one  hundred  new 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish 
National  Fund. 

The  practice  of  distributing  such 
Israel-grown  fruits  as  figs,  dates, 
raisins  and  oranges  to  children  of  the 
Talmud  Torah  and  members  of  the 
Hanoar  Study  and  Breakfast  Club  will 
be  continued  this  year.
